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Transportation 


There were the usual traffic signals and policemen at tbs main Inter- 
sections. Urban transportation was provided Mainly by streetcars and 
taxis. There were sane interurban autobuses with routes to Narva, 
Tartu, and Pyarnu which also had regular stops within the city, 
thus supplementing the other urban transportation services.

Gorsovet was located (No. 15 on the attached overlay)

One hundred-fifty workers , the majority vanen^ were employed 

an three shifts. The plant produced 600nyer cloth daily which 

was taken to another unidentified factory in Tallinn to be 

washed and dyed. The KAZ (sic) looms, said to be produced 

in Moscow, were very modem and semiautomatic. One worker 

controlled five ar six loams at a time.
